Has Counts Killed 


(By Associated Prow.) 


Copies of the 
postal 
regulation 
1 making it a misdemeanor to 
insert 
in newspapers any news or advertis­ 
ing m atter concerning any lottery, 
gift enterprise or similar scheme of­ 
fering prizes dependent in whole or 
in part upon lot or chance if the 
newspaper is to go through the mails 
have been sent to county papers by 
Postmaster Robert C. Miller, 
that 
they may correctly advise persons de­ 
siring to insert such m atter in the 
papers as to the law. 
On many occasions 
local 
papers 
have been requested by local organi­ 
zations, churches and societies to in­ 
sert publicity articles along the lines 
which are declared illegal and it is 
for the purpose of explaining to such 
persons in charge of this m atter that 
the regulation is being referred to. 
It is entirely self explanatory 
and 
should show just why such “news” 
articles will be refused publication in 
this paper. 
It is as follows: 
“No letter, package, postal card, or 
circular concerning any lottery, gift 
enterprise, 
or 
similar 
scheme of­ 
fering prizes dependent in whole or 
} in part upon lot or chance, and no 
lottery ticket or part thereof, or pa­ 
per, certificate, or instrument 
pur­ 
porting to be or to represent a ticket, 
chance, share, or interest in or de­ 
pendent upon the event of a lottery, 
gift enterprise, or similar scheme 
offering prizes dependent in whole or 
in part upon lottery or chance, and 
no check, draft, bill n4oney, postal 
note, or money order, for the pur­ 
chase of any ticket or part thereof, 
or of any share or chance in any such 
lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme; 


livered by any postmaster or letter 
carrier. Whoever shall knowingly de­ 
posit or cause to be deposited, or shall 
knowingly send or cause to be sent, 
anything to be conveyed or delivered 
by mail in violation of the provisions 
of this section, or shall knowingly 
deliver cr cause to be delivered by mail 
anything herein f orbidden to becarried, 
shall be subject to a fine of not more 
than one thousand dollars, or im­ 
prisoned not more than two years, Or 
both, and for any subsequent offense 
shall be imprisoned not more than 
five years. 
Any person violating 
any provision of this section may be 
tried and punished either in the dis­ 
trict in which the unlawful m atter of 
publication was mailed, or to which 
it was carried by mail for delivery 
according to the direction thereon, or 
in which it was caused to be de­ 
livered by mail to the person to whom 
it was addressed.”
